An Ordinance of the Lords and Commons aſ- 


ſembledin PaxLIamenNnT. 


Hereas the monethly Sum of One and thirty 
| \ K/ thouſand pounds was formerly agreed to be paid 
ro the Scotiſh Forces under the Command ofthe 
Earl of Leven, qur of the eſtates of Papiſts, Prelates, Ma- 
lignants, and their Adherents, and otherwiſe: And where- 
as afterwards, by additionall-Inſtruions, of, on, or abour - 
the ninth of 24arch, 1643. by the Lords and Commons aſ- 
ſembled in Parliament, to the Committees therein named, 
Power and Authority was given to the ſaxd Committees 
for raiſing of Moneys out of the ſeverall Colleions, 
Taxes, Revenues and Aſefſements therein particularly 
mentioned, in the ſeverall Counties of Nottingham, York, 
Durham , Northumberland , Cumberland , and Weſtmerland ;, 
City of York, and County of the ſame, the Town of Not- 
tingham, and County of the ſame ; and the Town of 
Newcaftle,and County of the ſame,for and towards the pay- 
ment of the ſaid Scotiſh Forces, and {uchorher Forces as 
then were, or ſhould be raiſed, by authority of Parlia- 
ment, in the ſaid Counties, and otherwiſe, as then was , or 
fhould be direRed by both Houſes of Parliament: The 
ſaid Lords and Commons finding, that the Moneys arifing 
out of the Revenues and Xx laſt before mentioned, ate

not ſufficient for the makionmce ofall theſaid Forces , and 
that the ſaid Counties being ſo much waſted and impove- 
riſhed, the ſaid Moneys cannot beraiſed as was expeQed, 
nor.as the wants & neceſſities of the ſaid Forces do require , 
and to the intent that our Brerhren of Scotland may receive 
the greater encouragement to march South-ward : The ſaid 
Lords and Commons are reſolved to raiſe the ſum of One 
and twenty thouſand pounds-Monerhly, out of the Seque- 
ſtrations of Delinquents Eſtates, for and towards the pay- 
ment of the ſaid Forces : Bur finding the Sequeſtrations to 
be charged with great Sums of money, ſo that for the pre- 
{ent no money can be had our of the ſame ; do hereby Or- 
dain and Declare, That the ſeverall Monethly Sums of mo- 
ney, hereafter in this Ordinance mentioned , ſhall for four 
Moneths, beginning the firſt of March, 1644. be Charged, 
Raiſed , Taxed and Levied upon all and every the ſeverall 
Counties, Cities, Towns, Liberties and Places hereafter 
mentioned, according to the P reportions, Rates and Di- 
ſtriburtons in this preſent Ordinance expreſſed, the ſame to 
be payed monethly to the ſeverall perſons -appointed by 
thisOrdinancefor the receiving thereof.

Ordinance,into ſuch Wards, Hundreds, Rydings, Wapen- 


rakes, Rapes , Places and Diviſions within their reſpeRive 


Cities, Counties and Places as to them ſhall ſcem expe- 
dient;and ro take to their aſſiſtance, for the more ſpeedy exe- 


-cution of the ſaid ſervice in their ſeveralDiviſtons ſuch able 
and ſufficient Perſons as they ſhall think fir ; and to meer as 


Often as to them ſhall ſeem good. And forthwith rhe ſaid 
Committees, or any two or more of them reſpeQively, are

and Parliament:or by a certain Rate upon the true yeerly va- 

'lues of Lands,Rents, Annuities,O ffices and Herediraments, 
and according to the true value of Goods, Chattels, Debts, 

or other Eftate Raall or Perſonall , within the ſaid m___ 
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- Gounties; Cities, Limits'or Places reſpeively. And to rhe- 


end the ſaid Rares be cqually and indifferently aſſeſſed,” and 
the moneys duly colle&ed,andtrue Accompt thereof made, 


the ſaid Aſſeſſors are hereby required, within fix days after 
ſuch Aﬀeſmenrt made,to deliver one copy of their reſpective 


Aſſeſments, fatrly written,and ſubſcribed by them,unto the 
faid reſpetive Committees, And the ſaid reſpe&ive Com- 
mittees are hereby ordained and required to-ligne and ſeal 
three Duplicates of the ſaid reſpe&tive Aſeſments;whereof 
one Duplicate, the ſaid reſpetive Committees are to deliver
